Apparently the Supporters of Judgs 
Paynter Dominated the Situation. 



THE CLOSE OF THE YEAR, 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 2. — When ad- 
journment was reached in the demo- 
rratic house and ssna'e caticuses of 
the Kentucky letgis'atiire Monday 
night, the supiiortera of Judge Thomas 
H. Paynter, who aspires to succeed J. 
C. S. B ackhurn as I’nited States sen- 
ator, apparently dominated the situa- 
tion. In the house caucus a Paynter 
man was elected chairman of the cau- 
cus and a Paynter man was nominated 
for speaker by a vote of ;>fl‘to 30. In 
the senate caucus the Pa.vnier candi- 
dates for chairman and president pro 
tem were nominated by a vote of 18 
to 13. .Adding the vo.es poiletl for 
Paynter candidaie.s in the two 
branches gives a lo.al of 37. or four 
votes more than enough to nominate 
Judge Paynter if he receives a vote 
equal to that polled by the men he put 
forward. His suppvtrters also point 
with jubilation to the tacital advan- 
age they have gained in organizing the 
two houses. Set over again.st these 
claims are the flat assertions of the 
managers for Sena'or Blackburn and 
W. B. Haldeman. of l.oiiisville. the oi>- 
posing candidates, that a number of 
legislators wlio voted for Paynter's 
candidates will not vofe for Judge 
Paynter for senator in joint caucus. 
With these ‘'cross overs” they also in- 
chide six nicml>ers who did not vote 
on the races for speaker and president 
pro tem. The Paynter managers, how- 
ever. say that their candidate also will 
icceive the votes of several cross 
overs. Neither side showed any sigu 
of giving ground after the caucus, the 
Paynter managers claiming his nomi- 
nation in Joint caucus on the first bal- 
lot. while the Haldeman and Black- 
burn forces, which combined in an at- 
tempt to organize the two houses 
steadfastly asserted that there would 
be a deadlock. The democraMc joint 
caucus on United States senator will 
lie held Tuesday night at 8 o’clock. 
The repiib’lcans. who are in a hopeless 
minority, will also hold their caucus 
Tuesday. In the caucu.s of democratic 
senators tienry George, an adherent 
of Judge Paynter. was chosen chair- 
man by a vote of 18 to 13. The selec-

Henderson, Ky., Jan. 1. — -Two mur- 
ders, similar in the way in which they 
were committed, occurring hours apart

At an early 
hour Sunday morning Charles Wills, 
colored, entered the house of Lou 
Bailey, also colored. They quarreled. 
Wills picked up an ax which was lying 
iu a corner of the room and wielding 
ir with both hands struck the woman a 
terrific blow on her head. She died at 
night. In the afternoon, in the other 
end of the city, l>?vi Childs, colored, 
was killed by Isaac Gib.soii. white, 
aged 17. the boy using the ax in the 
s.ime manner as Wills used his. Gib- 
sou was under the influence of liquor 
at the lime. According to his story 
( hilds entered his yard and after a 
few words advanced on him with a 
knife. He grabbed an a\ and with a 
fi'artui bl<»w l)roke the darkey’s sku'l, 
death beinglnstantanc-ons.

Only the members who acted as 
a giiard to the revolutionary committee 
of this handful Sunday morning fur- 
nished the last act of the sanguinary 
drama. 

The staging of this last act was ad- 
mirable — a siiow-covered landscape, 
tio small black residence with a liny 
re.'l flag fluttering from its gallic, the 
ti,d of Corbatoff bridge, black with tnc 
gv.ns of tile ariillery, and a thin encir- 
cling line of the Seminovsky regiment 
of the guard, broken only direct y in 
the line of lire. Suildetil.v there was a 
fliish of red tire from the mouth of one 
of the guns and a solid shot plowed 
through the walla of the h.mse. few 
apluttering shots replied from a win- 
cow. The cannon spoke again and 
again until a dozen shots bad been 
tired. 

It looked like murder to the specta- 
tors on a hip and so evidently tirought 
the officer in command of the battery, 
which cea.sed fire. X resei-ve (-onipany 
of the Seminovsky regiment then ad- 
vanced and fired volleys at the upper 
windows. At the third volley a white 
hand! erch'ef attached to a bayonei 
was pushed through a shattered pane. 
It waved franctically and all was over. 

The little garrison of 30 marched orj' 
and laid down their arms, a strange 
corection of rifles artd rei>earlng shot- 
guns. All had 1 ‘evolvers. 

Strange to say not one of the men 
had even been wounded, and when 
they found that they would not be im- 
mediately executed they appeared to 
he rather relieved that the end of the 
sinigg’e had come. They gathered 
around the soldiers’ bivouac, stretched 
their hands eagerly over the cheerful 
fires, and begged ciga eties from the 
guaids.
